Other actors were dressed 
represent Italy, Greece, France, Turkey, the UK, Spain, the German Federal 
Republic and Yugoslavia. They danced around the US Secretary, who from time 
to time threw them dollars in charity. Each country made profuce thanks for 
such charity. Suddenly from both sides of the stage entered actors dressed in 
Soviet Army uniforms and carrying, a ILcng piece of linen inscribed: "Dido Mira*. 
They bound the Westerners in this linen. “ A male'" plant worker and a female 
plant worker, dressed in red, entered with hammer and sickle to complete the 
tableau.
